The general 
public, the nation’s welfare itself, no less than the employers 
and workers are all vitally concerned in every such conflict, 
Certain it is that the country ean ill afford to have its de- 
fense program stalemated by periodic strikes, but any gov- 
ernment denial of the right to strike will contribute little 
to the success of the defense program, Speedy and ¢com- 
pulsory arbitration of disputes, with full publicity given to 
both disputants’ sides of the case, could provide the better 
golution, for it would bring to bear in any given case the 
powerful pressure of public opinion, The present dispute 
over Jabor’s right to strike in defense programs will quiek- 
ly disappear if an enlightened government policy provides 
that there be a fair distribution of sacrifices.

Soon the government 
of Norway was on the move. The 
eventg of the next few weeks are 
recounted with little bitterness and 
much feeling. The Norwegian goyw- 
ernment, from that moment on al- 
ways working in full accord, mov- 
ed just a few miles ahead of the 
pursuing Germans.
